the operations of the army in Italy, anda detailed re- 
lasion of the attacks of Lucien’s Steig and the neigh- 
bouritg pofts by General Hotze. 

VIENNA—MAY 24. = 

From two reports received from his Royal Highnefs 

’ the Archduke Charles, dated at Stockach the 20th 
jnft. and at Singen the 2ift init. it appears that General

‘I'he Committee accordingly 
gave in their Report this day ; ahd the same being read and 
considered, Was unanimously approved of, and adopted by 
the Assembly: And the General Assembly ordained sepa- 
rate copies thereof to be. printed, .and a copy to be. transmit- 
ted to the Moderator of every Presbytery of this Church, 
to be laid before their respective Presbyteries ; and also a

OF WHICH REPORT THE TENOR FOLLOWS: 


Your Committee do not judge it neceflary to enter 
into a minute detail of the more ancient Jaws, with 
refpe&t to the power of the Church over all Schools and 
Teachers of Youth. The General Affembly of this 
Church, as early as the year 1565,. claimed it.as their 
right, that none fhould be permitted to teach publicly, | 
or privately, but fuch as were tried by the fuperintend- 
ants or vilitors of the Kisk, and found qualified. This 
claim was confirmed -by an-aé of Parliament, which 
was palfed in the year 1567, io the following words :— 
** Forafmeikleas, be all laws and conftitutionis, it is 
provided, That the Zouth be brocht up and inftruéted 
in the fear of God, and guide manneris:; and gif it be 
utherwife, it is tinfel baith of their bodies ‘and faules, 
gif Gop’s word be not rated if them: Quheirfore, 
our Soveraign Lorde, with advice. of my Lorde Re- 
gent, and the Three Effates of this prefént Parliament, 
has ftatute and ordained, That all Schules to Burgh 
and Land, and all Univerfities and Colledges, be re- 
formed ; and that nane be permitted nor admitted. to 
have charge and cure therebf in time coming, nor to 
inftracét the Zouth privatelie or openlie, bot fick as fall 
be tryed be the fuperintendentes or vilitouris. ef the 
Kirk.” . 

After the abolition of the office of fuperintendant, in 
the General Affembly, held in the month of April r581, 
certain articles were remitted by the Synod of Lothian 
to that General Aflembly; the fifth of which. is, 
** That the trial and admifiion of all. Matters of 
Schools’ be ‘now committed to the Prefbytcries.” 
The at 1565, already noticed, is ratified and confirmed 
by the a&t 1581 ; and this ag&t 1581, is again confirmed 
by the aét 1592, which is the’ Great Charter of the 
Church, and which is confirmed by the act of fecutity 
1707, c. 6. and thereby declared to be an-eflential and 
fundamental article in the ‘Treaty of Union, into which 
it is accordingly engrofled’; fo that the’ fuperintending 
power of the Church, over all Schoolmafters and 
‘Teachers of Youth, is clearly eftablifhed by the moft 
folemn aéts of the Legiflature, and even by the ‘Treaty 
of Union itfelf. 

It is well: kyown that the Church has been in the 
conitant exercife of thofe powers, by viflting and exa- 
mining fchools, and taking cognizance of the fufficiene 
band qualifications of Teachers. See the aéts of Af- 
fembly 1633, 1642, 16495 1499-

ted, hereafter to preach in public, or in families, within 
any dioceie, orto teach any public ‘fchool, or to. be 
pedagogues to the children of perfons of quality, with- 
out the licence of the ordinary of the diocefe.” 


Soon after the revolution, thea 1693, c. 22, was 
pafled, which declares :—* That all Schoolmafters, 
and Teachers of youth in {chools, are, and thall be 
lyable to the tryal, judgment, and cenfare of the Pref- 
byteries of the bounds, for their fufficiency, qualifica- 
tions, and deportment in the faid office.” This act 
is declaratory:of a sight, which conftitutionally belongs 
tu the Charch; and accordingly, the various Prefbyte- 
ries of the church have been in ufe of exercifing that 
power not merely with regard to Parochial School- 
mafters, but to Teachers of youth of all denominations 
and defcriptions.. And the General Affembly 1700, 
appoints all Prefbyteries to take fpecial, particular and 
exact notice of all Schoolmatters, Chaplains, Governors, 
and Pedagogues of youth within their refpective bounds. 

By the act 1707, c. 6, which is declared a funda- 
mental and effential condition of the Union, it is pio: 
vided, “ That no-Profeffors, &c. or athers bearing of- 
fice in any univerfity or {chool within Scotland, be ca- 
pabl¢ or be admitted, or allowed to continue ia the ex- 
ercife of their functions, but fuch as fhall own and ac- 
knowledge the Civil Government, and ‘hall fubfcribe 
the Confeffiion of Faith, and that they will conform 
themfelves to the worfhip in ufe in this Church, and 
fubmit themfeives to the government and difcipline 
thereof, and never endeavour the prejudice or fubverfion 
of the fame, and that before the refpedtive Prefbyteries 
of their bounds, Sy. whatfoever gift, prefentation, or 
provifion they may ‘be thereto provided.” 

By the act roth Geo. IT. ¢. 39, fed. 21, it is 
enacted, “ That it fhall not be lawful for any perfon in 
Scotland to keep a private {thool,. or to -officiate as 
Matter or Teacher in any {chool, until the fitaation and 
defcription of fuch {chool is regiftered, together with a 
certificate of the Teacher being properly qualified ac- 
cordirg to law, by ‘taking the oaths to Government ; 
and any perfon who aéts without fuch regifter and cer- 
tificate, fhall, for the firlt offence, fuffer fix months im- 
prifonment, and for any fubfequent offeoce, upon the 
conviclion before the Court of Jufticiary or Circuit, 
fhali be tranfported for life.” Severe penalties are alfo 
impofed upon any parent or guardian, &c. who fhall 
employ any fuch unqualified teacher. The fame act 
alfo requires, that Chaplains in families, and Governors, 
Tutors and ‘Teachers of children, fhall take the oaths to 
Government} and Sheriffs, &c. are required from, 
time to time to make diligent inquiry concerning any
